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INTRODUCTION 


A military order signed by the President on June 13, 1942, estab- 
lished the Office of Strategic Services (OSS), which took over the main 
functions of the discontinued Office of the Coordinator of Information, 
The latter agency had. been established, by a Presidential order of 
July 11, 1941. William J, Donovan, former Coordinator of Information, 
was named. Director of the newly established. Office of Strategic Services 
and served, in that capacity until the agency was abolished by an Execu- 
tive order effective October 1, 1945. At that time the agency's records 
and. some remaining functions were divided between the Department of 
State and. the Department of the Army. 


During its existence the Office of Strategic Services was under 
the jurisdiction of the United. States Joint Chiefs of Staff. Its main 
functions were gathering, evaluating, and analyzing intelligence for 
use in promoting the war effort, together with planning and executing 
programs relating to the procurement of intelligence. Psychological 
warfare operations, the fostering and directing of resistance movements, 
and the dissemination of foreign propaganda were additional functions 
of OSD. Part of the overall propaganda program was carried on by the 
Office of War Information. On March 9? 19_43., _ however, an Ex ecutiv e 
order was issued transferring all ofTKeforeign propaganda activities, 
except those for Latin America, to the Office of War Information. 

The records described in this invenhoiy are the textual records 
in Record Group* 226, Records of the Office of Strategic Services, and 
amount to about 930 cubic feet. They generally cover the period 
1941-46. They toniist almost entirely of records of the Research and 
Analysis Branch, its divisions, committees, and field offices. 

Many of the records created by the Office of Strategic Services 
are in the custody of the Department of State, the Department of the 
Army, and the Central Intelligence Agency. The Department of State's 
authorization must be obtained before individuals are permitted access 
to the records described in the inventory.
